Council tax 
to be frozen 

Council tax will not be going up in 
Kingston this year, it has been 
announced. 

Kingston Council, which raised 
the tax by an average of 52p a 
week last year, has accepted the 
Government’s grant to freeze its 
portion of the tariff for 12 
months. 

It means residents living in a 
band D property will pay £1,678 in 
council tax this year. 

But senior councillors at the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat-controlled council 
have warned that the future looks 
“pretty grim” unless the Govern¬ 
ment stops cutting funding to 
local authorities.

Boozed-up man falls through roof into fish tank

“It was a miracle he didn’t kill 
himself.” 

He said the fish tank contained 
tropical fish, including angel 
fish, parrot fish, rainbow fish 
and kissing guaramis. But he 
said: “No piranhas. That would 


have been a good story.” 

The man scrambled out of the 
tank and up through the glass 
roof where he was confronted by 
the store’s manager who lives 
above the shop and was woken 
by the crack of breaking glass. 

Manager Matthew Toner de¬ 
clined to add to the man’s embar¬ 
rassment by describing him. He 
said: “I saw a big hole where 
there used to be a roof. 

“I ran down and saw a pair of 
legs going through the roof. 

“He told me he was trying to 


find his house and that he lived 
next door. He has admitted he 
was stupid and is coming in to 
apologise to us. I don’t want to 
rub it in.” 

Detective Inspector Justin 
Howick said: “He was given a 
caution for criminal damage. He 
has caused a reasonably signifi¬ 
cant amount of damage to the 
roof and was reckless in so 
doing, but clearly not a burglar. 

“I can’t remember too many 
people falling through a roof 
into a fish tank.”

Victim speaks of crash horror

The woman airlifted to hospi¬ 
tal after being hit by a BMW 
driver who went the wrong 
way down Kingston’s one-way 
system, said she is “absolutely 
frightened” of roads following 
her ordeal. 

The woman who asked not to 
be named and lives with her 
husband in Kingston nearby, 
was one of three people struck 
by Shibo Li on July 8 last year, 
when the 49-year-old careered 
out of Fife Road the wrong 
way into Clarence Street. 

Mr Li, the manager of Chi¬ 
nese Medicine and Acupunc¬ 
ture in Fife Road, hit three 
pedestrians and crashed into a 
double decker bus, before 
claiming he had been spooked 
by a cyclist. 

The woman was airlifted to 
hospital with what para¬ 
medics described as “serious 
leg injuries”, but the full ex¬ 
tent of the damage has only 
now been revealed. 

She said: “My husband 
dropped me off near the traffic 
lights. I was standing there 
with my son and we were 
crossing the road. 

“From what I can remember 



there was a lot of screaming 
going on. I turned around to 
see and it was already too late. 
I thought: ‘That’s it, I’m gone’. 
“I felt him hit me and the 


next thing I know I’m on the 
floor. There were police and 
walking doctors then a cycling 
paramedic came and they 
called the air ambulance. 


“My son and husband had to 
watch all that. 

“They took me to the Royal 
London Hospital. 

“I don’t remember going in 


the air ambulance - I was on 
so much morphine it knocked 
me out.” 

Surgeons had to pin a metal 
rod in her right leg, as well as a 
metal plate in her right wrist. 

She said: “I had fractured my 
pelvis and had a crack in my 
back where the pelvis joins. I 
had head injuries. 

“I developed a clot in my 
lung, which had travelled from 
my leg. I spent three months in 
a wheelchair, and another 
three months learning to walk 
with a crutch. 

“I need a lot of physio and 
counselling - I have night¬ 
mares all the time. 

“I can’t go out by myself any¬ 
more. If I need to go anywhere 
I have to ask a member of the 
family to come with me. I’m 
absolutely frightened of the 
roads.” 

Mr Li, of Melrose Avenue, 
Wimbledon, was banned from 
driving for six months and 
fined £300 by magistrates in 
December. 

She said: “If he [Li] only got 
that then it means anybody 
can go out and hit anybody 
and think they can get away 
with it. 

“It’s disgusting. To say he 
panicked isn’t an excuse.”

Speaking to the Kingston 
Guardian last week, Coun

lowances, said: “Truthful¬ 
ly, I know nothing. 


“I’m quite frustrated as 
you can imagine. All I can 
do is go on carrying out my 
day-to-day duties. 

“I’m at the mercy of the 
people investigating. 

“I wish I could tell you 
what was going on, but 
I really don’t know what’s 
happening.” 

Should the investigation 
find against him, he 
could be forced to resign 
as a councillor and face 
prosecution. 

But Coun Dennen said: 
“I’m innocent until proven 
guilty. 

“The longer it goes on the 
better I guess, but the 
whole thing has been quite 
shocking really, and I’ve 
just got to wait.” 

The investigation was 
hampered last year when 
the Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP), which 


initially took over the case 
from Kingston Council, 
handed it back to the 
authority having allowed 
its own investigation to 
time out. 

Former Kingston Council 
leader Derek Osbourne 
said at the time the DWP’s 
intervention had set the 
process back by about six 
months. 

Current leader Liz Green 
said: “The last I heard it 
was with [head of corpo¬ 
rate governance] Andrew 
Bessant’s department. 

“I’ve heard nothing 
since.”

Muybridge nudes exposed 


Artistic images of women pos¬ 
ing nude for legendary pho¬ 
tography pioneer Eadweard 
Muybridge could soon be¬ 
come a familiar sight along 
Kingston’s riverside. 

The company behind the 
new Riverside Kingston 
restaurant development, next 
to Kingston Bridge, has an¬ 
nounced bold plans to com¬ 
memorate one of the town’s 
most famous sons by embla¬ 
zoning its building with stills 
from his Human Figures in 
Motion project, carried out in 
the mid-1880s. 

The oversized black and 
white photographs would 
greet visitors coming into 
town from Richmond over 
Kingston Bridge, as well as

those travelling along the 
Thames. 

Developers Canadian and 
Portland Estates hope that in 
time, the projection will be¬ 
come as recognisable a land¬ 
mark as David Mach’s Out Of 
Order phone box sculpture in 
Old London Road. 

Greg Miles, head of promo¬ 
tions and animation at Cana¬ 
dian and Portland Estates, 
said: “Kingston owns one of 
the world’s largest collections 
of Muybridge’s images and 
we believe this is something 
Kingston should celebrate 
and we wanted to honour the 
beauty and importance of his 


work on our building.” 

Phase one of Riverside 
Kingston is due to open in 
April, bringing five popular 
restaurant chains to the town 
for the first time - Cote, Busa- 
ba Eathai, CAU, Comptoir 
Libanais and Bill’s. 

A sixth unit inside the for¬ 
mer Thames Street car park 
will be called Riverside-edge, 
and feature six “pop-up” 
restaurants initially rotating 
every six months. 

A second phase, a complete 
remodelling of Bishop’s 
House, is not due to begin for 
another five years, when the 
leases of tenants Russell 
Cooke Solicitors and Mc- 
Clusky’s nightclub expire. 

Muybridge is credited with 


revolutionising still photogra¬ 
phy through his famous mo¬ 
tion sequence technique, 
which paved the way for mo¬ 
tion pictures. 

Despite the cultural nod to 
Kingston’s heritage, Kingston 
Society chairman Jennifer 
Butterworth was not im¬ 
pressed by the proposal to 
beam his work across the 
Thames. 

She said: “What is being pro¬ 
posed will only make bad 
worse. 

“It doesn’t matter if the 
ladies are nude or not. 

“We objected to the River¬ 
side sign [on top of the build¬ 
ing] and we object to anything 
more making this site look 
like a cinema show.” 


Town’s iconic sculpture damaged 


The artist behind the red telephone boxes 
sculpture in Kingston considered legal ac¬ 
tion over damage from a Cath Kidston 
branded snowflake Christmas makeover. 

David Mach, the sculptor behind Out of 
Order, installed in 1987, did not know 
about the redesign until town centre 
managers Kingstonfirst contacted him 
afterwards. 

The former Turner Prize nominee was 
relaxed about the revamp until conserva¬ 
tion group the Kingston Society told him it 
may have been damaged. 

Light red and grey spots are still visible 
where the dots appear to have been lifted 
off. 

A spokesman for Mr Mach said the artist 
had initially consulted a solicitor over po¬ 
tential legal action, but has since decided 
not to pursue the case. 

She said: “They did something without 
telling us first, then sent Mr Mach an 
email telling him about it with a picture. 

“Mr Mach sat back at first and said no 
problem, until the Kingston Society got in 
touch to say what they did had damaged 
the sculpture. 

“The next step for us is to go and have a 
look. David won’t be too happy if they have 
repainted it the wrong colour, but maybe 
it’s time to talk to the council and see what 
they have to say. 

“There’s not much we can do about it 
now but if they want to do anything else 
with it then they should ask us first.”

Butterworth said: “We were dismayed that 
this was being done without the artist’s 
consent, let alone knowledge. 

“I’m yet to be convinced that the applica¬ 
tion of white snowflakes did not damage 
the boxes. This particular piece of artwork 
needs high maintenance if it is to remain 
witty and amusing, and not tatty. We 
abhor the use of it for advertising.” 

A Kingstonfirst spokesman said: “This 
was a hugely successful campaign for 
Kingston - over 700,000 people have en¬ 
gaged on social media and online really 
putting Kingston on the map. 

“The project enabled the phone boxes’ 
broken panels to be repaired and the 
phone boxes are going to be completely re¬ 
painted, putting them in the best condition 
they have been in since their launch. 

“These telephone boxes are our version 
of ‘I Am Amsterdam’ - it’s our iconic piece 
of art where every visitor has their photo 
taken with and something 
we should constantly

Son jailed for taking 
dead mum’s benefits

A former bookkeeper has been 
jailed for pocketing £68,000 of his 
dead mother’s benefits, including 
her winter fuel allowance and 
state pension. 

Brian Dixon, 65, was living in a 
house now worth almost £700,000 
in Dukes Avenue, New Malden, as 
he was taking the money. 

He kept quiet about the fact his 
mother, Joanna, had died in 2004, 
and used his power of attorney 
over her bank account to pay off 
debts including his mortgage. 

Dixon was finally caught in 2011 
and last December admitted dis¬ 
honestly taking £68,035. 

A judge told him he had com¬ 
mitted “a very determined fraud” 
on the Department for Work and 
Pensions over several years. 

Judge Susan Tapping said 
Dixon siphoned off “a very large 
sum of money the public funds 
can hardly afford” - some of it 
while earning £50,000 a year at an 
advertising agency. 

Defending, Kathleen Mulhern 
told Kingston Crown Court on 
January 21 that Dixon hoped to 
pay back what he owed after the 
sale of his house, worth some 
£696,000, in the near future. 

She said: “He didn’t start taking 


the money immediately. It was 
when he found himself in a des¬ 
perate situation. 

“He tried to keep his family 
rooted where they were.” 

Miss Mulhern said things “spi¬ 
ralled out of control” for Dixon, 
adding: “Once he started, he 
found himself in a position where 
he couldn’t make things right.” 

She said: “He has, through his 
own doing, suffered. This has had 
a massive impact on him. He 
doesn’t like to go outside. He does¬ 
n’t like to be seen in the streets.” 

She asked the judge to spare 
Dixon prison, saying he suffered 
from numerous health problems, 


including a blood disorder 
thought to be leukaemia. 

But Judge Tapping handed him 
a six-month prison sentence say¬ 
ing: “These offences are so seri¬ 
ous that only immediate custody 
is justified.”

• State pension: £49,449 

• Attendance allowance: 
£16,655 

• Winter fuel allowance: £1,800 

• Christmas bonus: £130

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University’s plans for new 
landmark building unveiled

A bold new vision to create a 
landmark building for both 
students and the public has 
been revealed by Kingston 
University. 

Plans to replace the Town 
House on the Penrhyn Road 
campus with a striking, open- 
plan mixed-use building was 
unveiled by architects Grafton, 
ahead of a public exhibition 
yesterday and today. 

Drawings show a light- 
coloured, multi-level struc¬ 
ture, with the current car park 
at the front of the campus re¬ 
placed by a new public space 
opening out on to Penrhyn 
Road. 

The building will act as a 
main reception for all the uni¬ 
versity’s campuses, and offer 
dance and theatre space, li¬ 
brary resources and study 
areas. 

The as-yet-unnamed building 
will not be faculty-specific, and 
will be completely open to all 
students and members of the 
public. 

At a press briefing at the 
Town House on Tuesday, 
Grafton’s Shelley McNamara 
said the idea of the building 


being open to everyone was a 
key feature in the design. 

She said: “What we found 
amazing about the brief was 
the idea of making the build¬ 
ing open to students and the 
community. 


“The whole open door policy 
we found fantastic. 

“The brief was to make a wel¬ 
coming, open building with a 
mix of uses. 

“Not just learning and study¬ 
ing, but performance, dance 


and project space. 

“We’ve tried to make a build¬ 
ing that does all of that, which 
doesn’t have walls, or barriers 
or gates, but does the oppo¬ 
site.” 

At its highest, the building is 
six storeys tall, dropping to 
three and four floors on the 
side facing residents in Grove 
Crescent. 

Grass will be grown on sever¬ 
al of the roofs, to make the 
building both sustainable and 
more attractive to look at for 
those living nearby. 

Kingston University Stu¬ 
dents’ Union president Denza 
Gonsalves said: “When they 
showed us the top five designs, 
Grafton’s was the one I want¬ 
ed. 

“As soon as I saw the design, 
I thought I would be really 
proud to be a part of this uni¬ 
versity and study there. 

“Kingston is top for produc¬ 
ing student entrepreneurs. 
This idea of being open to col¬ 
laboration, new ideas and 
working together has always 
been the essence of the univer¬ 
sity and that is embodied in 
this design.”

Don’t judge Rose Theatre 
looking at funding alone 


The inherent problem with at¬ 
tempting to assess the “value 
for money” of any creative in¬ 
stitution is that most of the 
benefits cannot be measured in 
pounds and pence. 

Creating theatre is an expen¬ 
sive business, and it is impor¬ 
tant to remember that its 
successes cannot be measured 
in purely financial terms. 

For example, the Rose sup¬ 
ports our youth. Hundreds of 
young people take part in the 
Rose’s weekly groups, and the 
Rose is home to the Interna¬ 
tional Youth Arts Festival 
(IYAF), which in 2012 brought 
9,000 participants and 30,000 at¬ 
tendees to Kingston. Also, 48.6 
per cent of the audience sur¬ 
veyed said IYAF increased 
their dwell time in Kingston. 


This festival simply would not 
exist if the Rose had not been 
built. 

The Rose has supported the 
growth of my career in theatre 
from my early days in the 
youth theatre and other 
groups delivered by the excel¬ 
lent learning and participation 
department. 

This support helped me gain 
a place on a Kingston Universi¬ 
ty MA course taught in the 
Rose Studio. 

As an adult volunteer on 
youth theatre productions I 
have learned how a large-scale 
professional venue produces a 
piece of theatre. 

This experience enabled the 
IYAF to give me my first pro¬ 
fessional work as a theatre 
practitioner - an essential step 


on a notoriously difficult 
career path. 

The Rose creates world class 
theatre as well as welcoming a 
diverse range of excellent tour¬ 
ing companies, which in my 
opinion provide excellent 
value for money. The cafe is al¬ 
ways a pleasant place to while 
away a few hours, and a wel¬ 
come respite from the flurry of 
shops. Without the Rose, 
Kingston would run the risk of 
becoming a place with only 
consumerism at its heart. 

However, if we are going to 
insist on reducing this conver¬ 
sation to purely financial 
terms, I would be very sur¬ 
prised if the Rose did not have 
a significant positive impact on 
the income of local businesses. 
Restaurants and shops will be 


reaping the benefits of in¬ 
creased numbers of people vis¬ 
iting Kingston, and the council 
directly benefits from the car 
park income. As a whole the 
theatre industry generates £2 
for every £1 spent (figures from 
the Theatre Works, Don’t 
Wreck It Equity campaign). 

I appreciate that not every¬ 
one values the arts, but please, 
while the issue of the Rose’s 
funding is debated, can we re¬ 
member to take account of all 
the lives that have been im¬ 
proved, the audiences that 
have been entertained and en¬ 
riched, and the obvious bene¬ 
fits of having a world class 
theatre on our doorstep.

Tesco has already left 
empty for months the shop 
units where it displayed 
the model for its proposed 
scheme. Is this is a sign of 
what the future holds for 
the Broadway?

Boudicca, founded in 1997 
by Zowie Broach and Brian 
Kirkby, will launch their new 
show, the Liquid Game, at

Referencing the cultural 
history of the gallery’s is¬ 
land-location and the 
Hogsmill River, the Liquid 
Game is an immersive, audio¬ 
visual installation that ex¬ 
ploits the architecture of the 
gallery, which aims to high¬ 
light the viewer’s “corporal 
presence” in the exhibition 
space. 

It explores the idea of

The majority of tenants say 
their rent provides good value 
for money, according to new 
research. 

According to the National 
Landlords Association, more 
than seven in 10 tenants (73 
per cent) rated their rent as 
good or very good when asked 
their opinion on whether it 
represented value for money. 

One in five (20 per cent) per¬ 
ceived their rent as ‘poor’ 
value, while just three per 
cent rated it as very poor. 

The findings also show that 
the majority of landlords 
haven’t increased rents in the 
last 12 months, with three 
quarters of tenants reporting 
they’re paying the same rent 
(72 per cent) or a lesser 
amount (3 per cent) compared 
with a year ago. 

In total, 85 per cent of ten¬ 
ants said they were happy 
with the length of their most 
recent tenancy agreement 
and four in five (79 per cent) 
said that their tenancy was ei¬ 
ther renewed or continued on 
to a rolling Statutory Periodic 
Tenancy (SPT) at the end of

When it comes to the end of 
the tenancy, fewer than two 
per cent of tenants said their 
landlord ended their last ten¬ 
ancy (1 per cent) or felt they 
were forced to move out be¬ 
cause of increases to their 
rent (0.6 per cent). Three per 
cent of tenants said they de¬ 
cided to move on or end their 
last tenancy of their own ac¬ 
cord. 

Carolyn Uphill, chairman of 
the National Landlords Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “It’s pleasing to 
see that so many tenants per¬ 
ceive their rent as good value 
because landlords face a lot of 
unjustified criticism for the 
rising costs of living. 

“The NLA has 
long argued 
that rent 
levels in the 
UK are a con¬ 
sequence of a 
market econo¬ 
my, with the 



determining factor at present 
being a chronic undersupply 
of affordable housing, com¬ 
pounded by lethargic efforts 
on the part of Government to 
foster more construction. 

“On the whole the findings 
are encouraging for tenants: 
they demonstrate that rents 
on private lets over the past 
year have remained fairly sta¬ 
ble and show that, in reality, 
very few feel pressured to 
move out or actually have 
their tenancy terminated by 
their landlord - a common 
misconception. 

“However, most important
